1 . The present invention relates to a vibrator generator. 

2. The closest prior art is described in page 2, lines 7-1 1 of the present description and 
Is represented by document US-A-6,21 7,533. 

3. By the provision of the magnetic properties of the weight, constructing it freely 
movable and providing a plurality of electric coils, a vibrator can be manufactured that 
has considerable versatility and variation of the format of the vibratory movement. 
Claim 1 hence, fulfils the requirements of Art. 33 PCT. 

4. Claims 2-1 2 relate to preferred embodiments of the device of claim 1 and hence they 
also fulfil the requirements of Art. 33 PCT. 

Re Item Vlll 

Certain observations on the international application 

5. Claim 5 defines the qualities of the surface layer by referring to "desired" qualities 
therefor. However, what is "desired" and what is not apart from depending on the 
observer (is hence subjective) also depends on the conditions of use, which are not 
indicated. Irrespective therefrom, it is hardly thinkable that any surface layer would be 
designed to have undesired properties/qualities. 
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
